ted  to  the  maintenance  of  religious 
liberty  for  all  men  of  all  faiths." 

The  struggle  to  maintain  the  his¬ 
toric  constitutional  principle  of  sepa¬ 
ration  of  church  and  state  reached  a 
new  height  during  1949.  It  will  not 
subside  during  1950.  Quoting  the  Con¬ 
stitution  Hall  speaker  again: 

"A  full  scale  attack  upon  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  the  separation  of  Church  and 
State  has  been  launched  by  the  hier¬ 
archy  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 
The  Catholic  Church  does  not  beiicTC 
in  the  separation  of  Church  and 
State.  Nor  does  it  beliere  in  religons 
liberty.  The  attack,  therefore,  upon 
this  bastion  is  but  the  beginning  of 
an  assault  upon  the  fortress  itself. 
The  concept  of  freedom  is  cen|kal  in 
the  culture  of  America.** 

The  reason  the  Catholic  hierarchy 
is  so  concerned  for  aid  to  its  schools 
is  that  it  wishes  a  change  in  our 
cherished  American  culture.  It  plans 
to  effect  this  change  mainly  through 
its  parochial  schools,  which  it  pro¬ 
claims  are  superior  to  our  public 
schools  and  should  be  substituted  for 
our  public  schools  at  public  expense. 
The  parochial  schools,  as  Mr.  Justice 
Jackson  has  said,  constitute  the  ma¬ 
jor  means  of  the  Roman  Catholics 
for  the  inculcation  of  their  faith. 
Freiuy  Awakens  Americans 

The  recent  Roman  Catholic  frensy 
over  the  Supreme  Court  decision  in 
the  Champaign,  Illinois,  case  and 
Congressional  bills  offered  for  Fed¬ 
eral  aid  of  education  has  made  three 
distinct  contributions  toward  the 
maintenance  of  the  traditional  Amer¬ 
ican  principle  of  separation  of  church 
and  state. 

First,  it  has  served  to  educate  the 
public  in  the  meaning  of  this  prin¬ 
ciple  —  educate  a  neglected  public 
which  had  little  knowledge  of  it. 

Second,  the  furor  has  clearly  re¬ 
vealed  the  arrogant,  dictatorial  spirit 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  hierarchy. 

Third,  it  has  enlisted  many  of  the 
nation’s  foremost  leaders  in  behalf  of 
separation  between  church  and  state 
and  mobilized  the  masses  In  support. 

But  the  battle  has  not  yet  reached 
its  crest. 

Struggle  Not  New 

The  struggle  is  not  a  new  one.  It 
should  be  recalled  that  separation  has 
always  been  bitterly  resisted. 

When  Roger  Williams,  Cambridge 
cr^ege  mate  to  John  Milton  and  for¬ 
mer  secretary  of  Sir  Edward  Ck^e, 
brought  the  idea  to  New  England 
shores,  he  was  in  1634  exiled  by  a 
theocratic  state  to  what  is  now  Rhode 
Island. 

When  Thomas  Jefferson  in  1786 
finally  induced  the  Virginia  legisla¬ 
tors  to  adopt  a  statute  which  erected 
a  wall  of  separation  between  church 
and  state,  after  seven  long  years  of 
struggle,  he  still  laced  a  vigorous  es¬ 
tablished  church  which  was  yet  try¬ 
ing  to  force  to  stamp  out  objectors. 

When  the  public  school  system  wsui 
inaugurated  in  this  coxmtry  around 
1845,  dominating  churches  continued 
for  thirty  years  thereafter  to  seek 
sectarian  (xmtrbl  before  being  com¬ 
pletely  ousted  by  state  constitutions 
uniformly  prohibiting  sectarianism  In 
such  schoola  When  in  1867  Congress¬ 
men  declined  further  to  appropriate 
funds  for  the  United  States  to  main¬ 
tain  an  ambassador  at  the  Vatican  on 
the  grounds  that  it  was  unconstitu¬ 
tional.  the  members  encountered  to¬ 
day’s  identical  pressures  for  such  a 
partnership  between  the  Government 
and  a  church,  although  the  present 
Catholic  frenzied  resistance  to  sepa¬

ration  is  not  less  vigorously  stubborn 
than  those  preceding.  Accordingly,  we 
may  look  for  continued  efforts  on 
their  part  to  set  aside  the  American 
principle. 

Mr.  Justice  Rutledge,  in  his  opinion 
as  rendered  in  the  Everson  case,  said: 

“Two  great  drives  are  constantly 
in  motion  to  abridge,  in  the  name  of 
education,  the  complete  division  of  re¬ 
ligion  and  civil  authority  which  our 
forefathers  made.  One  is  to  introduce 
religious  education  and  observance 
into  the  public  schools;  the  other,  to 
obtain  public  funds  for  the  aid  and 
support  of  various  private  religious 
schools.  In  my  opinion,  both  avenues 
were  closed  by  the  Constitution.  Nei¬ 
ther  should  be  opened  by  this  Court. 

Along  with  these  two  constants  in 
the  Catholic  drive,  we  cannot  forget 
another — the  effort  of  the  (Catholics 
to  capitalize  for  their  church  on  the 
incomparable  power  of  our  Oovem¬ 
ment  in  European  affairs,  especially 
in  their  “holy  war”  with  communism. 

We  Cannot  Join  “Holy'  War” 

One  must  not  come  to  the  conclu¬ 
sion  that  Protestants  and  Roman 
Catholics  have  a  completely  common 
cause  against  communism  and  Mos¬ 
cow. 

Moscow  is  the  capital  of  a  godless, 
totalitarian  state — ruthless  and  op¬ 
pressive.  Although,  as  Dr.  Vlsser’t 
Hooft  said  some  time  ago,  there  is  in 
the  Russian  Zone  “a  policy  of  regi¬ 
mentation  of  the  churches,  forbid¬ 
ding  them  to  render  any  public  wor¬ 
ship  except  when  they  are  invited  to 
Join  the  official  choir  of  glorification 
of  the  new  regime  . .  .  There  is  on  the 
whole  no  direct  persecution  in  the 
form  in  which  such  persecution  took 
place  in  the  early  stages  of  the  Rus¬ 
sian  revcdution.” 

The  nub  of  any  effort  to  interpret 
the  current  distracting  reports  from 
Russian  satellite  countries  is  to  de¬ 
termine  whether  or  not  these  coun¬ 
tries  shall  remain  under  Vatican  conr 
trol,  with  schools  church-controlled 
but  state-supported,  with  much  of  the 
land  church-owned,  etc.  We  can  sym¬ 
pathize  with  suffering  Christians,  as 
the  Central  Cmnmlttee  of  the  World 
Council  recently  gave  out  at  Chick- 
ester,  England;  but  we  caimot  over¬ 
look  the  fact  that  our  duty  is  to  op¬ 
pose  all  totalitarian  regimes  which 
deny  religious  liberty.  That  means 
that  we  must  look  critically — and  ad- 
versely-yat  the  Roman  Catholic  pro¬ 
cedures  in  lands  dominated  by  them, 
as  Spain,  wh^  the  Church  stead¬ 
fastly  refuses  to  accept  moral  prin¬ 
ciples  as  the  basts  for  treatment  of 
Protestant  minorities,  but  are  denied 
“humane  values  that  all  free  people 
aoeepi.”  Ttras  we  eaaMi  Jelfi  a

she  serves  from  her  Rio  office.  Sophia 
Nichols  and  Lois  Roberts,  in  charge 
of  the  W.M.U.  Training  School  and 
its  handsome  new  “House  Beautiful" 
here,  reported  a  student  body  of  SO 
and  expected  enrolment  of  45. 

The  South  Brazil  Baptist  Seminary 
was  represented  by  Dr.  W.  E.  Allen 
and  Dr.  A.  R.  Crabtree.  Their  wives 
introduced  themselves  as  Training 
School  teachers.  We  heard  from  Wal¬ 
ler  Ray  Buster,  Bernice  Neel,  Ruth 
Randall,  and  Edith  O.  West,  teachers 
in  the  Baptist  •  College  of  2,000  stu¬ 
dents,  headed  by  a  Brazilian  presi¬ 
dent,  Dr.  Edgar  Soren. 

The  publishing  house  and  Bible 
press — Brazil’s  Baptist  Sunday  School 
Board — employ  a  big  corps  of  mis¬ 
sionaries:  Rev.  and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Berry, 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  J.  Cowsert,  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  E.  F.  Hallock,  Jr.,  Rev.  and 
Mrs  James  P.  Kirk,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  T. 
B.  Stover,  and  Dr  and  Mrs  W.  C.  Tay¬ 
lor. 

Letha  Saundesr  ^mke  for  the  Bra¬ 
zilian  Home  Mission  Board.  Its  direct¬ 
or,  Missionary  L.  M.  Bratcher,  and 
Mrs.  Bratcher  were  out  on  a  mission 
appointment  that  evening.  The  an¬ 
nual  home  mission  offering  from  Bra¬ 
zilian  Baptists  had  reached  182,000 
cruzeiros  toward  a  goal  of  200,000 
cnizeiros,  and  it  seemed  likely  they 
would  go  over  the  goal.  The  success 
of  the  literacy  campaign  and 
enormous  sale  of  Bibles  were  also 
mentioned,  but  what  we  remembered 
best  was  the  announcement  that  Bra¬ 
zil  supports  79  national  missionaries— 
teachers,  preachers,  nurses,  and  col¬ 
porteurs— scattered  8dl  over  its  vast 
territory. 

Rev.  W.  W.  Rnete,  who  wHh  Crys¬ 
tal  Armstrong  Enetc  (O.  IL’s  sister) 
has  spent  most  of  the  time  since  1924 
in  evangelistic  work  in  this  country, 


spoke  of  the  program  and  the  great 
opportunity  for  winning  souls  in  in¬ 
terior  BrasiL 

Dr.  McLaurln  had  come  from  Boli¬ 
via  where  he  investigated  the  recent 
martyrdom  of  his  Board's  missionary 
and  seven  Bolivian  Baptists.  He  re¬ 
ported  what  he  had  found  at  the 
scene  of  the  massacre,  and  told  of 
new  life  in  the  Baptist  churche.s  of 
that  area  since  these  believers  were 
stoned  to  death.  “The  Mood  of  the 
martyrs  Is  still  the  seed'  of  the 
church,”  he  said. 

On  Sunday  we  spoke — through  an 
interpreter — at  Vila  Isabel  Church, 
and  attended  morning  worship  at 
the  First  Baptist  Church,  whose  mem¬ 
bership  is  1,654,  with  Dr.  JMin  Soren 
as  pastor. 

That  evening  Pastor  David  Gomel 
of  Tijuca  Church  Invited  us  to  ad¬ 
dress  his  congregation,  and  he  inter¬ 
preted  for  us. 

The  missionaries  in  Rio  have  M 
churches  to  select  from  when  they 
choose  a  Brazilian  church  home,  and 
they  are  all  proud  of  the  church  they 
Join.  “Do  I  understand,”  Dr.  McLau- 
rin  queried,  “that  you  are  all  volun¬ 
teer  workers  in  these  churches  you 
mention?” 

“Strictly  volunteer,  except  for  the 
two  or  three  missionaries  who  are 
pastors,”  they  replied.  “Our  church 
work  is  over  and  above.” 

Prom  Rio  we  went  te  Sao  Paulo 
where  the  T.  C.  Bagbys  greeted  u« 
unexpectedly.  They  were  in  the  city 
for  a  week’s  revival  services.  Then  we 
went  to  Campinas  to  see  seven  new 
misaionary  couples  for  BrasiL  To  re¬ 
duce  the  amount  of  time  required  to 
get  a  working  knowledge  of  Porta- 
gnese,  the  Foreign  Board  has  sent 
these  young  people  to  a  school  organ¬ 
ised  three  years  ago  by  the  Presby¬ 
terians  for  the  same  purpose.  Today 
M  North  American  Evangelical  men 
and  women  are  enrolled  to  get  the 
language  thoroughly  by  tested  meth¬ 
ods. 

“Being  in  a  school  for  language 
study  Is  so  much  better,”  Jim  Mus- 
grave  asserted,  “than  trying  to  study 
under  private  teachers  hi  your  spare 
time  on  a  mission  field.  It’s  easy  to 
get  discouraged  but  here  we’re  all 
having  the  same  trouble  and  we  help 
each  other.”

Meantime,  the  Apostolic  Delegate 
in  his  fine  house  on  the  street  of  the 
embassies  In  Washington  has  more 
power  than  any  ambassador  to  this 
coimtry,  because  he  not  only  has  the 
backing  of  a  state  (the  Vatican)  but 
the  resources  of  twenty-six  million 
Roman  Catholics  in  the  United  States 
and  much  of  the  power  of  the  three 
hundred  million  Romanists  tn  the 
world.

This  would  win  a  greater  pub¬ 
lic  response,  and  thus  set  the  school 
forward  for  a  greater  work. 

Blessed  are  the  people  who  have 
great  opportunities  and  the  vision  to 
seize  them.  It  is  generally  conceded 
that  the  greatest  andeveloi>ed  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  Mississippi  Baptists  is  in 
the  southern  half  of  the  state,  where 
one-half  the  people  are.  If  one  drew  an 
ark,  cutting  off  the  southen  half  of 
the  state  and  taking  in  Mobile  and 
New  Orleans,  Mississippi  Wdhnan’s 
College  Is  at  the  heart  of  a  population 
area  of  three  million  people.  She  is 
the  only  denominational  college  in  the 
entire  area  other  than  Catholic. 

Baptist  youth  in  this  great  section 
are  going  to  secular  schools  and  losing 
the  value  of  true  education  because 
of  Inadequate  provisions  by  Baptists 
for  their  training.  Young  people  tend 
to  go  to  school  near  home.  On  a  na¬ 
tional  basis,  the  majority  of  students 
go  to  college  within  a  fifteen  mile 
radius  of  their  home.  If  the  right  sort 
of  schools  are  not  provided,  they 
choose  what  is  offered.  Shall  Bap¬ 
tists  spend  God’s  money  for  secular 
education  without  God?  Or  shall  they 
build  schools  of  denominational 
value?  If  they  don’t  build  colleges 
for  their  youth,  the  State  must  and, 
by  taxing  power,  will.  Baptist  money 
will  go  for  education  anyway,  but  not 
the  CHiristlan  variety.  No  people  are 
(touble  taxed  for  education.  ’They  are 
taxed  for  adequate  education,  and 
where  the  demand  is  not  met  denomi¬ 
nationally  the  state  must  provide 
schools.  But  no  education  is  adequate 
without  God.  If  the  denominations 
built,  with  their  own  money,  religious 
schools,  as  once  they  did,  there  would 
be  no  demand  that  rising  taxation 
constantly  build  secular  schools. 

By  a  short-sighted  policy  God’s 
people  are  the  victims  of  their  own 
failare,  and  fallaciously  believe  that 
tbey  are  getting  adequate  education 
by  failing  to  provide  denominational 
schools  and,  thereby,  progressively  set 
up  through  taxation  schools  which 
leave  God  out.  Such  is  the  history  of 
every  culture  that  has  died  and  we 
shoujd,  in  our  day,  be  warned  and 
reverse  a  thoughtless  trend.  Baptists, 
in  the  practice  of  New  Testament 
stewardship,  should  provide  schools 
that  givp  Godly  motivation  to  learn¬ 
ing  and  a  Kingdom  end  for  service. 

This  is  a  call  and  a  challenge  to 
every  Mississippi  Baptist  church  and 
every  Mississippi  Baptist  to  rise  up 
and  claim  a  part  In  this  great  fellow¬ 
ship.  Let’s  make  It  100  percent.  It 
is  a  sin  to  stand  aloof  when  great 
issues  are  at  stake. 

The  goal  is  $100,000  April  23  and 
$88,000  October  15..  Church  goals  will 
be  suggested,  which  will  be  reason¬ 
able,  and,  if  adoptdtl  and  contributed, 
the  total  shall  be  raised  next  year. 
The  amount  required,  broken  down 
to  the  individual,  is  approximately 
sixty  cents  per  capita.  An  average  of 
sixty  cents  per  Baptist  wUl  make  for 
complete  success.  ’This  is  about  the 
price  of  two  gallons  of  gasoline,  ~three 
packages  of  cigarettes,  one  movie* 
ticket. 

May  the  God  of  grace, .  truth,  and 
power  help  ns  to  escape  trivialities 
and  do  grandly  and  complete  this  en¬ 
dowment  now.  Remember  April  2$- 
October  IS,  and  lay  by  in  store  for  a 
complete  victory.  May  God’s  will  bo 
ov  prayer,  and  His  glory  onr  aim!

Th«r  newly  completed  Memorial  An¬ 


nex  of  the^  First  Church.  Holly 
Springs,  was  shown  at  Open  House 
on  Sunday,  February  5.  The  building 
and  fixtures  are  valued  at  $40,000.  The 
building  fund  was  begun  on  January 
1,  1945. 

The  three-story  annex  was  con¬ 
structed  by  Leake  and  Ooodlet,  Inc., 
of  Tupelo  and  the  supervising  archi¬ 
tect  was  Lloyd  Betts  of  Holly  Springs. 
On  the  first  floor  is  the  library  and 
reading  room,  a  large  dining  room  and 
assembly  hall,  four  classrooms,  pas¬ 
tor’s  study  and  office  for  the  Assocla- 
tional  Missionary. 

Serving  on  the  building  committee 
were: 

C.  D.  Collins,  O.  B.  Kerr,  S.  C.  Low¬ 
ry  and  George  T.  Parker.  In  charge 
of  purchases  of  building  furniture  and 
supplies  were:  Gordon  Slgman,  Mrs. 
Gordon  Stafford,  D.  M.  Bonds,  Mrs.  T. 
E.  Slayden  and  O.  K.  Morgan.  Mrs. 
Isom  Jones  and  the  library  commit¬ 
tee  have  given  special  attention  to 
the  library  contained  in  the  new 
building. 

The  annex  is  a  memorial  to  C.  D. 
Collins,  Jr.,  and  John  Paul  Hurdle, 
members  of  the  church  who  sacri¬ 
ficed  their  lives  in  World  War  II.  A 
bronze  plaque  has  been  placed  in  the 
foyer  to  mark  their  sacrifice. 

The  following  facts  of  service  rec¬ 
ords  were  given  together  with  appro¬ 
priate  tribute  paid  by  the  pastor: 
John  Paul  Hurdle  was  bom  in  1916 
in  Slayden.  He  became  a  Christian 
and  Joined  the  Slayden  Church  at 
the  age  of  9.  He  moved  with  his  fam¬ 
ily  to  Holly  Springs  in  1932  at  which 
time  he_  Joined  the  Holly  Springs 
Church  ^th  his  family.  He  enlisted 
in  the  Army  Air  Corps  in  1943  and 
was  killed  in  the  air  over  France 
in  May,  1944.  He  was  married  and 
had  one  soo. 

C.  D.  Collins,  Jr.,  was  bora  in  1923 
in  Holly  Springs.  He  became  a  Chris¬ 
tian  and  united  with  the  Holly 
Springs  Baptist  Church  in  1933.  He 
finished  the  Holly  Springs  High 
School  in  1940,  and  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Mississippi  in  1943. 
He  enlisted  in  the  Navy  Immediately 
upon  his  graduation  in  1943  in  June 
and  was  killed  in  the  waters  of  the 
English  Channel  in  April  1944.  The 
timely  memorial  at  the  bottom  of 
the  plaque  bears  the  following  w6rds: 
“They  died  that  we  may  ever  live  in 
peace."

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S.B.C.  Has  Choice  of 
1951  Convention  Date 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.— (BP)— South¬ 
ern  Baptists  will  have  a  choice  be¬ 
tween  two  dates  for  the  1951  San 
Francisco  convention,  according  to  Dr.

On 
motion  of  Henry  W.  Tiffany,  Virginia, 
the  June  18-24  date  was  Indicated  as 
preferred. 

The  Executive  Committee  had  to 
take  action  on  the  matter  because  of 
an  oversight  of  the  1949  Oklahoma 
City  convention  in  falling  to  desig¬ 
nate  a  date. 


BARDEN  INTRODUCES 
NEW  FEDERAL  AID  BILL 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.— RNS>— Rep. 
Graham  A.  Barden.  North  Carolina 
Democrat,  introduced  a  new  bill  in 
the  House  of  Representatives  which 
he  said  was  intended  to  extend  Fed¬ 
eral  aid  only  to  tax-supported  public 
schools. 

The  new  proposal  was  described  by 
Rep.  Barden  as  one  which  sought  no 
compromise  with  provisions  of  a  Sen¬ 
ate-adopted  measure.  The  latter 
would  not  prevent  some  Federal  as¬ 
sistance  from  going  to  parochial  and 
private  schools,  for  transportation 
and  other  services,  if  states  permitted 
such  use. 

Public  schools  would  be  permitted 
to  use  the  funds  only  for  “current  ex¬ 
penditures.”  These  were  defined  as 
salaries  for  teachers  and  of  school 
supervisory,  administrative  and  main- 
tensmce  of  buildings. 

Rep.  Barden  said  his  measure  con¬ 
tained  the  views  of  many  educational 
and  other  groups  and  emphasized 
that  it  was  drafted  so  as  to  admit 
“a  minimum  amount  of  interference 
and  control  from  Washington.” 
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Chicago  Catholic  Warned  To, 
Observe  Burial  Regulations 

CHICAGO — (RNS) — A  letter  signed 
by  Samuel  Cardinal  Stretch  empha¬ 
sizing  that  Roman  Catholics  must  be 
buried  in  Catholic  cemeteries  was 
read  in  all  churches  of  the  Archdio¬ 
cese  of  Chieago. 

The  cardinal,  who  instructed  that 
burial  regulations  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  all  parishioners  “each 
month  for  the  next  year,”  declared 
that  Catholic  interment  “may  not  be 
considered  a  right  or  a  privilege 
which  may  be  rejected  at  will;  it  is  a 
definite  and  grave  obligation.” 

Each  priest  in  the  archdiocese  re¬ 
ceived  a  copy  of  the  letter  together 
with  a  copy  of  the  archdiocesan  regu¬ 
lations  on  Catholic  burial. 

In  his  letter.  Cardinal  Stritch,  de¬ 
clared: 

“It  is  a  matter  of  great  concern  to 
us  that  many  in  the  Archdiocese  dis¬ 
regard  our  regulations  governing  the 
Interment  of  Catholics  in  cemeteries 
other  than  Catholic  cemeteries.  We 
have  become  the  more  conscious  of 
this  disregard  through  information 
obtained  by  our  CThancery  Office  in 
verifying  facts  disclosed  in  obituary 
notices.” 


Delta  Airline  Would 
Slash  Fares  to  SBC 

Something  new  In  air^e  discounts, 
excursion  fares  for  convention  mes- 
sengers,  has  been  proposed  by  Delta 
Air  Lines  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board  In  a  tariff  prepared  for  filing 
the  last  of  January.

He  said  as  far  af 
he  knew  It  was  the  first  time  any 
airline  had  proposed  reduced  rates  In 
connection  with  conventions. 

The  Baptist  convention  fares  would 
be  good  from  all  Delta  cities  Into 
Chicago  from  Kokomo  and  Richmond. 
Indiana,  and  Delta  stations  west  of 
Birmingham.
